Infantile Paralysis 


Fund Closes Report 


In celebration of the Presidents 
birthday throughout the nation, 
many dinners, balls, and enter- 
tainments were planned Some 
communities solicited funds, all 
for the aid of the National Found- 
ation for Infantile Paralysis. 
Committees “were organized and 
for Franklin county, Carroll J. 
Lawlor was county chairman. For 
East Northfield, Ernest N. Kirr- 
mann was named town chairman 
and Samuel E. Walker acted as 
local treasurer. No festivitiss 
were arranged in the town, but 
many participated in the ball at 
the armory in Greenfield. The lu- 
cal results of the collection were 
the amounts received in boxes at 
various places of $12.69 and from 
collections at the seminary of 
$35.25, making a total of $47.94 
for East Northfield. This amount 
is greately in excess of other re- 
cent years. The boxes placed 
about Northfield were turned over 
to Mr. Lawlor on Tuesday but the 
amount in them is not yet known. 
Lawrence Quinlan, postmaster 
was the representative in Nortn- 
field. Mt. Hermon also had a re- 
presentative.

Crop And Feed Loan 


John J. McDermott, field super- 
visor for the Emergency Crop and 
Feed Loan office advises that 
farmers who desire to apply for 
crop and feed loans for the 1941 
season should arrange to file their 
applications with him Thursday, 
Feb; 20, at Greenfield, 9 a. m. to 
4 p. m. County Agent’s office, 
Court House. 

The maximum amount of loans 
for crop production purposes un- 
the Farm Credit Administration 
Act is $400. Farmers who cannot 
obtain credit from other sources 
are eligible to apply. A crop 
mortgage is- taken on the 1941 
crops, and is due and payable 
Oct. 31. The interest rate is 4 
per cent. 

Since checks for approved ap- 
plications are issued by the region- 
al office at Springfield, those who 
desire loans from this source 
should make application now so 
loan checks may be received when 
needed. At the request of the 
bofrower, issuance of the check 
may be defrrred until desired. 
Interest runs from date of check 
and not from date of applicatior.
